Miss Gladys T. Bello, general 
chairman and toastmistress, pre- 
sented the bishop a check for 
$200 on behalf of the lodges to 
assist in the diocesan work with 
exceptional children. 


The reception was the first of- 
ficial greeting extended to the 
bishop by members of the 16 
lodges since his installation a 
year ago. 

Bishop Flanagan, in express- 
ing his gratitude “for this tribute 
of affection and loyalty,” said 
he felt ‘‘very much at home” be- 
cause of his four years of study 
in Italy and because as a priest 
“T have had. the advantage of 
working with people of Italian 
orign or descent.” 


He pad tribute to the devo- 
tion and loyalty Americans of 
Italian origin have traditionally 
shown their church and _ its 
leaders. 3 


“When we speak of Italian cul- 
ture,” he said, “we also speak of 
Christian culture because the two 
are practically inseparable.” 

He reminded his audience of 
the ancestral culture and tradi- 
tions which their grandfathers 
brought to this country as im- 
Migrants and urged that these 
traditions be revived. 


“The early Italians who came 
to this country were for the most 
part working men, who wanted 
to better their lot—something not 
possible in the old country,” he 
said. 

Among the many contributions 
made by these early immigrants, 
and one that teaches an import- 
ant lesson, he said, “was their 
spirit of willizsgness to work hard 
and make sacrifices in order to 
achieve their goals. 

“These men took pride in their 
craftsmanship, they had an af- 
finity for a good day’s work. They 
had a sense of the value of work. 
To them work was not merely a 


means of gaining a livelihood but 


of achieving satisfaction in their 
lives. I think perhaps no other 
group has heen so possessed.” 

Much of the pride and dignity 
of work has become lost, he said, 
adding, ‘we work in order to eat 
and in order to live, whereas in 
God’s divine plan work is also in- 
tended to dignify man and to help 
him achieve his purpose in life.” 

He also urged revival of the tra- 
dition of loyalty to family life as 
part of Italian culture. 

Bishop Flanagan noted that in 
Italy the family is the all import- 
ant unit and the father is the 
head of the family and that it is 
the father who sets down the 
pattern of conduct for his chil- 
dren. This, he said, has helped 
to curb juvenile delinquency in 


that country. 


He urged present day families 
of Italian origin to take heed of 


_ this family tradition as “an ex- 
ample you could all well take to 


extending the greetings of the 


_ Supreme Lodge, said “we must 


eontinue to keep close to our 
faith and our Church if we are 
to achieve our objectives.”

The design is in the “Famous 
American” size, and based on the 
8-cent Magsaysay “Champion of 
Liberty” stamp of 1957, with 
modifications, and was produced 
from a drawing by Arnold Cope- 
land, a member of the Citizen's 
Stamp Advisory Committee. 


The 4-cent value will be printed 
in the green of the Italian flag 
on the Cottrell presses and issued 
in panes of 70, electric-eye per- 
forated, and the 8-cent denomi- 
nation will be produced in panes 
of 72 on the Giori presses in red, 
blue and ocher, L-type perfor- 
ated,

RECORDS 
IN REVIEW 


Rachmaninoff’s Piano Concerto No. 2 has been re- 
corded time and again. The results have been varied. How- 
ever, in the case of the Columbia release featuring the 
young French pianist, Phillipe Entremont and Leonard 
Bernstein, the results are nothing short of astonishing. 
It has been sometime since we have heard such an elo- 


quent performance. 

E nt remont 
has young 
fingers to do 
justice to 
Rachman- 
inoff’s score 
and Bern- 
stein’s accom- 
paniment with 
the New York 
Philhar- 
monic Or- 
chestra makes 
this record a BERNSTEIN 
rich rewarding bit of listening. 

Most certainly this is one record 
you will want to hear again and 
again. Entremont and Bernstein 
make a perfect pair im bringing 
out the richness in tone that 
Rachmaninoff obviously intended 
for this sensitive and romantic 
composition.

Bartok Recordings 


Two of Bariok’s compositions 
get handsome treabment at the 
hands of two top conductors — 
Ernest Ansermet and Leonard 
Bernstein. 

Ansermet’s recording of Music 
for String, Percussion and Ce- 
lesta is quite impressive. In fact 
{t is a joy to hear the perform- 
ance of the strings of the cele- 
brated Suisse Romande Orches- 
tra. They play with solidity and 
strength. 

The Bartok masterpiece is 
coupled with Beethoven’s Grosse 
Fugue, Opus 133. Ansermet and 
the Swiss orchestra give this 
score the full treatment. A bal- 
anced performance that reflects 
Beethoven's changing moods. 

On London label with super- 


lative stereo sound. 

Bernstein conducts the New. 
York Philharmonic Orchestra in 
the recording of Bartok’s Concer- 
to for Orchestra. This is a 
Columbia recording with the best 
stereo sound we have heard of a 
classical masterpiece. 

This is the concerto Bartok 
composed on a commission by 
Serge Koussevitzky less than a 
year before his untimely death. 
It has been widely acclaimed and 
justly so. 


Bernstein's extraordinary tal- 


- ents are very much in evidence in 


this recording. He projects the 
rhythms and colors of the music 
with outstanding clarity. And his 
controi is superb.

The Audio-Fidelity recording is 
smooth and clear. Wallenstein 
conducts with sensitivity to thé

Both recordings are in stereo. 


Mahler and Bernstein 


Mahler’s Symphony No. 4 in 
G Major is performed with beau- 
ty and eloquence by Leonard 
Bernstein and the New York 
Philharmonic Orchestra for Co- 
lumbia. 

This Bernstein recording com- 
memorates the 100th anniversary
